OMAHA'S NEW COUR'T,

House roll No. 73, amending the
tlon law, was passed.

House roll No. 460, Introduced by Rich of
Douglan, was passed. 1t ereates a municlpal
court in cities of the metropolitan ¢lass and
fixes and defines the organlzation powers and
Jurizgdiction of the same, This law makes
a fadleal departure In the logal departiment
of tho city government of Omaha. It ore-
ates an eniirely new court, and malerially
affeots the business of litigation as far as
procedure is concerned. The gen=ral featuves
of the bill are summarized In the following
paragraphs:

1. There shall be eatablisbed in Omahn a
municipal court of threg Judges, to be ap-
polnted by the governor. The judges hold
their oMes for threos yearas and appoint a
clerk who #erves for the same length of
time, The jndges recolve $2,000 4 year each
and the olerk 81,80 per annum.

3, The munielpal court has exclusive orig-
Inil jurisdiction in all civil cases when the
nmotunt  in controversy does not exgeed
FLOM, exclusive of Interest and costs; In
agtiong  of replevin when the appraised
viallue of the property docs not exceed $1,000;
and to recover the possession of real prop-
erty where the plaintift or the defendant,
or any one of them, Ia o resldent of the
clity; mnd congurrent Jurisdiellon with the
distriet court of the county over all other
clivil actiops Involving . sum not oxceed-
Ing SLOOY exceludive of interest and costs;
provifged,  however,  that  the |1Hl'ull'lp.'|i
court shall not have Jurisdiztion: First, In
any nctlon ngalnst o publle oflicer for mis-
conduct In ofllee; ®wecond, In netlons for

Deputy Attorney General Furnishes
the Governor an Opinfon.
